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any one year, or for so much of any such toll road 
as may be taken and condemned in any one year. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be 
in force, from and after its passage and publica-

CHAPTER 104. 

AN ACT to amend chapter 27 of the Wisconsin 
statutes of 1898, relating to common schools. 

The people of the stale of Wisconsin. represented in 
senate and assembly; do enact as foltows: 

SECTION 1. Chapter 27 of the revised statutes Powers of 

of 1898, relating to common schools, is hereby 
amended byby the insertion of the following sec- firgcant en.f.  cer- 

tion, which shill be numbered and designated 
as section 452b, viz. Any school superintendent 
or officer authorized to grant certificates to 
teachers in the cnnimon schools, is hereby auth-
orized, in his discretion, to accept standings ob-
tained by the completion of studies in any nor-
mal school of the state, when duly certified by 
the president of said normal school, in lieu of 
actual examination by said superintendent or 
examiner, at any time within three years after 
such standings were first obtained and recorded 
in said normal school. The provisions of this 
section shall apply to certificates of the first, sec-
ond or third grades. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be 
in force, from and after its passage and publica-
tion.
